THE. EXTENSION: OF -THE-AUSTREAN

If when 
walking the atreat, one of the jumpers was 
told to strike athird party, he was unable 
to résiat, and would strike with whatever 
he had in lis ‘hand, and would strike his 
beat friend, even though death might—be 
the result, The men seemed to be entirely 
deficiont in inhibitory power under sudden 
excitation_-They acted —much-as-though 
Ineamerised, or as entranced persons acted 
when tinder the control of’ the operator.

The automatisn was a 
very great inconvenisnce to the men, but 
they were entirely unable to control then- 
selves.
